Asian Americans are admitted at 
a higher rate than the whites in the 
applicant pool if special-preferences 
groups are discounted, according to 
Princeton officials. 

Admission officers also say there 
has been an increase in the number 
of Asians accepted to Ivy League 
Schools. Princeton admitted 193 
Asian Americans for its class enter- 
ing in the fall. Five years ago，only 
114 were admitted，and the class 
Size has remained constant. 

Studies also _ indicate that Asian 
Americans apply to JIvy League 
Schools more than members of most 
other minority groups， There_ are 
more than twice as many AsSians as 
blacks that _apply to Prinmceton 
although thetesafe five times "as 
many blacks in the country， Last 
year, only 14.$ percent of the Asian 
American applicants were accepted 
while 36 percent of the blacks were 
admitted. 


DIVERSE 

Officials also emphasize that， 
although Asians” academic creden- 
tials are often strong，admission is 
not based on just grades and tests， 
but also other qualities Such as mas- 
ical, theatrical and athletic talent. It 
is _ important for these Schools to 
develop adiverse class, and officials 
Say AsSian Americans are being 
Overly represented in the Sciences .

The official's study indicates that 
the admissions office rated Asian 
Americans slightly higher academi- 
cally than the average student ap- 
plying to the general undergraduate 
program in four of the last five 、 
years. However，AsSian Americans 
rated below average on the“non- 
academic” portion of the admis- 
Sions process，which includes an in- 
terview, for the last five years. 

Wu said the students requested 


admissions records from the admis- 
Sions office about five years ago， 
and the office refused to release the 
data until about three weeks ago. 
The refusal to release the data 
brought on more Suspicion of a 
quota, and students working in the 
admissions office decided to gather 
the data themselves and decipher it,

SPURRED 

“Although it (the students: body) 
was not completely _ accurate，it 
Spurred the admissions office to do 
their Own study,”Ssaid Wu, “and 
that was requested im the 
beginning.?” 

Asked why the office held off for 
SO long，Wnu Said,“Theoretically， 
those records are Supposed to be 
confidential.” He said that it is 
“fairly standard” not to release 
Such data because of the possibility 
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that data on individual students 
might be released . 

“There were a lot of factors in- 
volved,”he said,“and they never 
really gave us a pat answer.?” 

Wu said that, now that the quota 
question has been dealt with，Asian 
alumni of Ivy League schools are 
now _ turning thelir _ attention to 
whether or not these Schools are at- 
tracting enough disadvantaged

UCLAS Asian Enrollment Declines，; 
Admissions Discrimination Charged 


LOSANGELES - Despitetalks in 
the media and on campus of an 
“Asian invasion” at the University of 
California, os Angeles (UCLA)， 
ASian undergradtuate enrollmenthas 
declined in thepasttwo years, Spark- 
ing coOntroversies Over whether the 
decline is the result of a deliberate 
attempt by theuniversity administra- 
tion to limitthenumber of Asians ad- 
mitted and whether the declineis part 
ofaplan tocurb the steady decline of 
whites. 

InFall 1984, there were 22,180un- 
dergraduates. Of these, 13,$525 (61 
percent) were whites and 3,905 (17.6 
percent) were Asians. In 197$, the 
percentages for the two groups were 
75.7 percent and 11.1 percent reSspec- 
tively. The rapid increases of minori- 
ty population in California and the 
Push to recruit them over the past ten 
years have catused these changes. 

However, the unexpected decline 
of AsSian freshmen in the past few 
years at atime when the number of 
eligible Asian applicants has actually 
increased has alarmed Asian educa- 
tors. 

In 1980, AsSians made up 17.6 per- 
cent (810) of freshmen enrollment， 
andAsian enrollment peaked at 19.7 
percent (815) in 1982. 


PROTECTED POOL 


However, in 1983,Asians drop- 


ped to8.7 percent (72$), then to 15.9 
percent (630) in 1984. In the one year 
Sincelowz-income Asians Were taken 
Out of 引 eprotected pool of appli- 
cants for minorities, 入 Sians decreas- 
ed2.33 percent. 

During the-same period, 1980to 
1984, there was a dramatic and 
disproportional decrease in the 
percentage of applicants who were 
admitted to UCLA. In 1980, 82 per- 
cent of Asian American applicants 
were admitted. But in 1984,， it de- 
creased to 40.7 percent. 

In the same period the admissions 
rates for white applicants dropped 
from 81 percent to $0 percent. 

These figures contrast sharply with 
those “protected”or “under-repre- 
sented”minorities. Their admissions 
rates in 1984 are: 77.6 percent for 
Native Americans, 64.6 percent for 
blacks, 82 percent for Chicanos and 
87.3 percent for Filipinos. the 
averageadmissions rate forUCLA in 
1984 is 53.9 percent.

Thomas Lifka; Registrar and As-

“Something has to give...but we 
hope the decrease will not fall dispro- 
portionately on any one group,” he 
continued .

Dr.、 David Werdegar，Acting Director of Public Health，now 
admits that he made "a procedural error”when he appointed Dr. 
Thomas Peters to the Deputy Director of Health for Mental 
Health Programs.，、Not only is the position not authorized by the 
City Charter，the Board of Supervisors nor the_ Civil Service 
Commission，but the manner in .which he made the appointment 
clearly violates the city's affirmative action policy。 He claimed 
that he was "not really trying to break rules Or Skirt rules"; 
instead，he was "misadvised” presumably by his legal advisor 
and/or Personnel Officer. 

We find hlis explanation lacking credibility and his subsequent 
action to be arrogant，jif not contemptuous，toward the city?s 
personnel policy and procedures. Instead of correcting his own 
"erTror” immediately，he retalined Peters” appointment as Deputy 
Director and requested the Civil Service Commilssion to approve、 
after the fact，the _ creation of both the title and position， Then， 
and only then，would he open the Same position to other 
applicants who obviously would have no chance of evicting Peters 
from the poslition. Thils process can hardly be considered fair and 
pI0Pper. 

The department's Own perSsonnel policy and procedures 3aTE very 
clear.， Before a position is to be filled，the Personnel .Officer 
must determine "whether or not an eligible 1list exists for the 
class.” Since no Such 1list exists for the Deputy Director position， 
because it was unilaterally created by Werdegar，the Personnel 
Officer 1s required to determine "whether an examination has 
been announced." 

If an examination has been announced，the Personnel Officer 
has to "refer for interview qualified applicants who are available 
for provisional appointment,” in accordance with "the Department 
of Public Health Affirmative Action Goals and the Civil Service 
Commission City-wide Affirmative Action Goals.” 

If no 1list exists and no examination has been announced，the 
Personnel Officer is required to contact Civil Service Staff to 
determine the proper method of filling the position. "This 
procedure,” according to _ the Department's pollicy， "must be 
completed prior to beginning the Tecrultment and selection 
Process”- 8 process gOverned by Civil Service. 

In other words, for whatever reason，Werdegar decided to break 
all the above rules just to appoint Peters， In the process，he also 
Summarily ended 3a :good-faith recruitment drive- for a new 
Program Chief of Mental Health and arbitrarily threw out 3a Staff 
rceorganization Plan developed over a long period of time， In 
short，he. has made 3a mockery of the entire civil service System 
and，worse yet，betrayed the public trust. 

If Mayor Dianne Feinstein is committed to the City's 
affirmative action policy，as she often saySs She is，she must 
intervene decisively now before the department and the 
newly-created Health Commission lose further credibility and 
public trust. 


tt's Time for a Chinese 
To Be Elected Supervisor in SF 


Chinese Americans are beginning to make a dent，albeit slight 
thus far，in American electoral politics. Last year，S.B， Woo，an 
immigrant，was elected Lieutenant Governor of Delaware,、a _ State 
with less than 1 percent Asian population. Last week， 
American-born Michael Woo Successfully unseated Los Angeles 
Councilwoman 了 Peggy Stevenson in a district that takes in 
Hollywood，the Hollywood Hills，and Silver LaKke. What is most 
impressive about his victory is the fact that the district has less 
than 3a 5 percent ASsian population and he managed to defeat an 
incumbent to whom he 1lost，61 percent to 39 percent，four yearS 
3ag0. 

Even more impressive js his ability to campaign as a liberal， 
appealing to renters，homeowners，elderly，8aySs and young 
families in the district，while SimultaneousSly raising 80 percent of 
his $473,000 in campaign funds from predominantly conservative 
AsSian SouTces.A big contributor was his own father，Wilbur Woo， 
a Chinatown establishment figure with close ties to the Taiwan 
government，who contributed 5$0 percent of the total. 

In many rcSpects，Woo's district resembles the diverse make-up 
of San- 王 rancisco's population. But "liberal” San Francisco，with an 
Asian population rapidly approaching 20 percent，has yet to elect 
an Asian to the Board of Supervisors, and conservative Asians with 
financial resources have yet to demonstrate their willingness to 
throw_ their Support behind qualified candidates，1liberal or 
consServative, in city-wide elections. 

Liberal S.B. Woo succeeded in raising money for his campaign 
from both conservatives and 1liberals in the Chinese American 
community across the US 1last year. Michael Woo accomplished 
the same and，in the process，even moved his conservative father 
”toward the center.” 

Let"s hope that ASsians of. all political persuasions in San 
Francisco will soon set 3aside their political differences and 
mobilize their resources behind a candidate in preparation for 3a 
similar performance in next year"S SUpervisorial race，Let's also 
hope that the city that is known nationwide for its "liberal 
outjook”will soon make good its reputation by 8giving the Asian 
community its 1ong-overdue，just representation in City Hall.

AsSian American Studies Center， 
Warren Furutani, said that Asians 
have been discriminated against and 
disproportionately redirected by 
UCLA. He added that he believes 
Asians have become the target of a 
series of policy decisions dealing with 
the enrollment crunch at UCLA. 
Specifically he cited the Univer- 
Sity?s decision not to protect low- 
incomeAsian applicants from being 
redirected to distant campuses. 
Inthepast few years UCLA has ex- 


ww Derienced Significant increases in 
freshmen applications, according to 


astudybythe office ofthe President 
ofUC1lastyear. The study concludes 
that these increases can be attributed 
in part to““'a significant increase in 
applications from Asians:” 22 per- 
cent of all applicants for Fall 1984 
identified themselves as Asian. In 
comparison, applicants from His- 
panics constituted 10 percent, blacks 
7 percent, Filipinos 4 percent, whites 
$1 percent and others 6 percent. 

Between 1978 and 1984,，UCLA 
had a 92 percent increase in Asian ap- 
plicants compared to a 21 percent in- 
crease for non-Asians, and a 22 perT- 
cent increase in the Single year be- 
tween 1983 and 1984. 


DECLINE 

In analyzing the decline of Asian 
enrollment, the increase that would 
have occurred had the enrollment 
figures not stopped must be con- 
Sidered,，Furutani said. The total 
decline in Asian enrollment would be 
the sum of the decline from previous 
years and the increase that would 
have occurred if the growth tread 
continued, he explained . 

Under the SAA plan, all ethnic 
groups, all income levels and both 
Sexes Should be represented in all 
Segments of higher education accord- 
ing to their proportion in the state 
population. 

UCLA determines its ethnic parity 
bylooking atthe ethnic composition 
of California's high school graduat- 
ing class. Asians makeup 6.1 percent 
of high school graduates in Califor- 
nia， while 64.7 percent are white. 

Furutani predicted UCLA could be 
Setting itself up for ljawsuits from 
students who feel they were unjustly 
redirected. 

Meorton Friedman, a psychology 
professor and chairman of the 
Academic Senate Committee on Un- 
dergraduate Enrollment, also said he 
fears students upset Over the univer- 
Sity"s admissions policy could file 
Suit.， 

“Tm surprised we haven't been 
Sued yet，because it's Something 
Someone would be concerned 
about,”he said. 


MOBILITY 

Psychology Professor Stanley Sue 
Said Asian freshmen enrollment 
Should not be reduced to 6 percent 
because that percentage would not 
reflect the actual achievements of 
Asians. Asians traditionally strive for 
upward mobility through education， 
he said, adding that the decline in 
Asian enrollment should be careful- 
ly monitored. 

Siporin said no plan exists to drop 
Asian enrollment to 6 percent and 
predicted that Asian and white enroll- 
ment will continue to drop atasmall 
rate. 

However, the campus has been 
concerned about the steady decline of 
white enrollments. The concern has 
jed some to believe that there exists a 
plan to curb their decline， 

Addressing this issue, Prof. Lucie 
Cheng, director of Asian American 
Studies Center, Said that ifthe univer- 
Sityhad a plan to curb the decline of 
white students, it would be“clearly 


racist.” She said Chancellor Charles 
young assured her the university had 
no intention of instituting Sucha 
policy. 


MEMO 

A memo dated December 12, 1984 
from Vice Provost Gerald Kissler to 
ProvostRaymond Orbach and deans 
ofthe School of Letters and Science 
had attached papers which included a 
paper prepared by Siporin in which 
she assumed that“'the campus will 
endeavor to curb the decline of 
Caucasian students” and Suggested 
that ''a rising concern will come from 
Asian students and Asians in general 
as the number and proportion of 
Asian students entering at the 
freshman level decline.” 

Siporin denied a policy exists to 
curb the decline of white students at 
UCLA. 

But Furutani said the administra- 
tion is“%concerned about curbingthe 
decline of whites and not concermned 
about Asians.”He wanted the ad: 
ministration to come up with ways of 
accommodating all qualified 
Students. 

The disproportionate decline of 
Asian enrollment at UCLA has 
already prompted several informal 
discussions on how to protect Asian 
applicants from possibleunfair treat- 
ment on campus and in LA's Asian 
American community.

Astronaut Wang 
Remembers 
His Roots 


NEW YORK - In response to the 
question on how he would intro- 
duce himself to a stranger in the 
US，he said he would say this:“I 
am Taylor Wang，a researcher in

“Why not an astronaut2”he was 
asked by his interviewer. 

“TI was born a Chinese. After II 
die, my Soul will still be Chinese,” 
he replied without hesitation.

The Shangai-born astronaut Said 
after his visit to his father?s grave in 
Taiwan，he will represent the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration (NASA) on an upcom- 
ing tour of the People's Republic of 
China，sponsored by the US De- 
partment of State. 

Wang's father, a businessman in 
Taiwan, died when he was studying 
in the US.

SAN FRANCISCO - The stakes 
are high at Orangeland. The tenants 
want to keep their homes, Self-Help 
wants a Senlior housing unit, and the 
developer wants to make money. 

The scenario at the Pineview/ 
Georo Development Project site 
began when the tenants first 
discovered the notice，for a public 
hearing regarding the property， 
tacked on the door of a vacant store 
in the building，back in November 
1984. Since then,， the bitter tug-of- 
war between the tenants to preserve 
their homes and the Pineview/ 
Georo developer's intention to 
relocate them in order to redevelop 
the Site has created deep-seated 
animosities that Some community 
members believe will leave perma- 
nent SCcarS. 


BLACK AND WHITE 

The issue is not a simple clear-cut 
black-and-white classical case of big 
Private capitalist enterprise against 
small, down trodden,， working-class 
People. The lines are not that well- 
drawn， What complicates the Pic- 
ture ls the joint public/private role 
represented by Pineview/Georo. 

Who is Pineview/Georo? The 
Pineview Housing Corporation is a 
separate non-profit entity created 
by the Self-Help for the Elderly or- 
ganization to oversee jlts interest in 
the building of an 11-story senjor 
housing site. What clouds the issue， 
however, is that a community non- 
profit Social Service organijzation 
has locked hands with a private coOrT- 
poration im what some community 
persons are calling a sweetheart deal 
to achieve its Social purposes. 

The unprecedented joint venture 
has so embittered some community 
agencies that they have rallied to the 
tenants” Support against their Own 
Sister agency，Self-Help for the 
Elderly. 


TRADEOFF 

Some feel the public/private 
tradeoff is markedly uneven. 工 
HUD is earmarking 27 mijllion dol- 
]ars Over a- 40-year period for the 
building of Pineview，what dollar 
amount is Georo throwing into the 
pot to make good its community 
commitment So that it might ac- 
qulre city approval to erect its hi- 


rise commercial-use building2 
Because of Georo's seemingly 
vague and questionable _ financial 
commitment to the Pineview Pro- 
ject，and the ultimately unsavory 
nature of Chinatownizing a mixed 
residential/commercial land use 
area_ beyond cultural recognition， 
community people are calling for 
Self-Help to_ separate itself from 
Georo and to proceed with its 
SenioT development Project via 
other less compromising means. 
Presently，the Principals in this 
housing battle are sitting in a hold- 
ing _ pattern. While nothing has 
transpired in writing，one can be 
Sure heavy political guns are being 
levelled from behind-the-scenes. 
On May 9，the _ City Planning 
Commission rejected $ to 2 the 
tenants plea to separate Pineview 
Senior Project from the Jackson 
Court commercial development. 
The Board of Supervisors must 
now vote on zoning changes re- 
quired for the Pineview Project， 
Following that，it mnust then get 
final approval from HUD. 


REPLACEMENT 

Attorney Alan Yee SaysS if the 
tenants are not asSured replacement 
housing for all 19$ residents and 13 
businesses andif HUD grants its ap- 
proval, they will sue HUD in federal 
COUIt. 

Yee says iflegal recourse fails, the 
tenants plan to occupy and disobey 
eviction orders. This was the last 
resort used bytenants ofthe Interna- 
tional Hotel in late 1977, before the 
embattled building on Kearny Street 
was finally forcibly emptied and 
Tazed. 

Yee added that the two choices are

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Murder Warrant lssued 
In Henry Liu Case 


SAN FRANCISCO -A murder 
warrant was lsSsued on June4in San 
Mateo County forthe third Taiwan- 
ese lmplicated in the October 15 Daly 
City murder of Chinese American 
journalist Henry Liu. 

The Municipal Court warrant 
alleges that Tung Kuei-sen，33，was 
one of two persons who Shot Liu in 
his home. 

Tung，also known as““Little 
Tung,” is also _ believed to be a 
member of the United Bamboo 
gang，the largest underworld 
organization inTaiwan. 

Two other wanted gang members， 
Chen Chi-li, 42, the reputed leader of 
the gang, and Wu Tun, 36, his asSls- 
tant，have been convicted in Taipei 
for slaying Liu. Also convicted are 
three top Taiwan military intelligence 
officers. 

ESCAPED 

Tung managed to escape from 
Taiwan during the mass arrest of un- 
derworld figures last November and 
December. Earlier this year,， he was 
reported to be in the Philippines. 
Taiwan police authorities consider 
him one of the seven Suspects in the 
massacre of seven Talwanese in the 
Philippines in February. He is now 
believed to bein Japan. Ifhe is cap- 
tured there and extradited to the Us， 
he would become the first Suspect in 
theLiu caseto betried in aUS court 
because the Taiwan government has 
refused American requests for extra- 
dition of all suspects.

Meanwhile, in Los Angeles, the 
trial of Dominick Hsiao, a retired 
Alir Force man from Taliwan, began 
in the Federal District Court in which 
he was charged with assaulting FEBI 
agent，Anthony Lau. According to 
the Federal complaint，HSsiao asS- 
Saulted agent Lau when he was inves- 
tigating HSsiao in connection with the 
murder of Liu. HSsiao allegedly pro- 
Vided temporary shelter for Chen 
Chi-li and his assistants after the kill- 
ingof Liu and before their return to 
Taipel last October. 

In Washington,，D.C.，Senator 
Jeremiah Denton，R-Alabama， 
chairman of the Sub-committee on 
International Terrorismy, claimed on 
June6that Henry Liu was apaid in- 
formant for theFBI and that he was 
also apaid agent of both Taiwan and 
China. It is not clear on what basils 
he made the claims. 

Denton，long considered the 
staunchest Supporter of the 工 aiwan 
regime, had just returned fromsa trip 
to Taiwan where he was received 
most warmly. While in Taipei, he 
flatly declared that the Liu murder 
was not an act of international 
terTrorism . 

He also said last week that he did 
notthink that Congress Should seek 
extradition of the suspected mur- 
derers from Taliwan.

Trust Banks 
In Hong Kong 
And SF Closed 


HONG KONG - The Hong 下 ong 
government last week ordered the 
closing of medium-sized Overseas 
Trust Bank and arrested four execu- 
tives, three men and one woman, to 
stem a rapidly unfolding financial 
crisis. Fifty policemen took custody 
of the bank's headquarter building 
and another 100 were assigned to 
investigate the case. 

The 29-year-old bank，with $1.29 
billion in assets，1,400 employees 
and 44 branches all over Hong 
Kong, as well as in the US, Canada， 
London and Sri Lanka,is saiffering 
from problem loans. During the lasf 
two months，the bank was under 
close Scrutiny by the colony:s bank- 
ing regulators. 

The only US branch is San Fran- 
cisco_ which was ordered closed by 
Federal authorities following infor- 
mation from the Hong 玉 ong gov- 
ernment. 

Founded in October 1980, the SF 
branch has a_ reported deposit of 
$23.1 million，apparently none of 
which 'is insured by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance _ Corporation. I 
has eight employees，none of who 
were permitted to enter the premise. 

The bank is controlled by the 
Chang family of Malaysia. 


After the closure of the bank, the 


Hong Kong government approved 
an _ emergency rescue package，in- 
cluding a loan of HK $200 million 
to_ the bank and permission to 
reopen the bank this week under 
government Supervision.， The 
package was aimed at restoring 
calm_ and order to _ the shocked 
financial and stock markets.， The 
government also_ ordered a police 
investigation into its affairs and 
alleged that criminal irregularities 
might have been involved . 

The bank:s“problems go beyond 
imprudent management or misfor- 
tune,” and“'there are serious mat- 
ters which warrant investigation by 
the commercial crimes bureau,”Fi- 
nancial Secretary Sir John Brem- 
ridge said in announcing the bank's 
closure.

John Lone's masterful direction，

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Cottrell Trains 3 Chinese 
To Run From SF to White House

SAN FRANCISCO - To follow- 
Up a 2,12S-mile“Great Friendship 
Run” through China which began 
late in 1984,，US ultra-distance run- 
ner Stan Cottrell， 
athletes _ from China，launched a 
3,600-mlle run June 10 from the 
steps of SF City Hall to the White 
House In Washington，D.C. 

Cottrell was the first person， 
Chinese Or American, to run acTrOSS 
China. Starting _ from the Great 
Wall in Peking, it took him S$3 days 
to _traverse _ through the Herbei、 
Hernan, Hubel, Hunan and Guang- 
Zhou provinces，including many 
remote villages，and the crossing- 
over of Nanyue 一 amountain bet- 
ween Hunan and Guangzhou whlch 
stands more than 9,000 feet high 
and is mostly trackless. 

It took Cottrell five years to ob- 
tain the Chinese government's per- 
mlssion to carry out the run. 


HORSE 

“The Chinese judge a horse by 
the distance it runs,” Says the ultra- 
distance runner.“Everyone wishing 
to accompllsh Something with the 

Chinese must expect to go long 
distance.?” 

In his opinion, two of the several 
delays and rejections within the five 
years _ resulted from political rea- 
Sons. One was in 1982 when Reagan 
approved _ arm _ sales and airplane 
parts to _ Taiwan:; another was in 
1983 when the Chinese tennis Player 
HU Na defected and the Chinese 
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sovernment cut off many cultural 
and athletic _ exchange ”programs 
with the US. 

Cottrells undaunted efforts lin- 
cluded a letter written to Deng 
Xiaoping by his friend Sydney Rit- 
tenburg，a World War JJ veteran 


who stayed in China until 1978 
before returning to the US. 
The first _ attempt in 1980 was 


Simply “laughed _ off” because no 
native Chinese ever ran across Stch 
a husge part of China，he Sald . 

However， China's explanation 
for the five-year delay was that，at 
first,“Cottrell kept on running into 
the wrong agenclies,” Said Huang 
Yavan of China Sports Service 
Company， who was acting as an in- 
terpreter for the team. Later，when 
the case was turned over to her Ser- 
vice, it was found that “there werea 
lot of Surveys and preparation to be 
done.” 

“TImagine， some of the places on 
the route did not even have a fine 
hotel to accomodate a foreigner! j 
had to ask alocal to volunteer acco- 
modations， and Sometimes 
cooked for him, myself，seeing that 
he was hunsry for a _ plate of salad 
or a piece of hamburger,”she said . 


SMILING 

“But it's the most exciting and 
rewarding _ experience J ever hadl!” 
said_ Cottrell.， He Showed ELW a 
photo which he labeled as“typical 
of the Scenes whenever he arrived at 
a town.” In the photo， the broad- 
smiling Georgian greets azheavy 
crowd with _ his arms up, holding 
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two little bunches of flowers，JIn 
front of him，Ppolice officers are 
warding off people to clear the 
path . 


“T kept on smiling,”Ssaid Cot- 
trell,“thinking that, to most of the 
people flanking me,，I was the first 


American they'd ever seen，and it 


was my responsibility to maintain 3 
friendly JImasge for them.” 

“Thousands of people waited up 
to eight hours just to look at me 
running,”he added. “At the fare- 
well party in Peking,，a Chinese of- 
ficial told me that the run will surely 
go down into the Chinese history 
books.2” 


GREAT WALEL 

“All started from the fascination 
with the imasge of the Great Wall 1 
came across years _ earlier from a 
magazine, and it became my obses- 
Sion to run on it,”Ssaid 42-year-old 
Cottrell]，who ran 7,$00 miles on 
four major runs before he headed 
for China. The runs covered a large 
Part ,ofthenSa2 contrIeSIR 
Europe, and around Jamaica. 

Cottrell believes that athletes are 


particularly good at building com- 


mon bonds throusgh efforts to _ gain 
great accomplishments. 

“People contribnuite to the world 
in different ways,” he told E/W， 


“and T intend to contribute to 
building up friendship between 
Peoples.” 

Cottrell invited three ,Chinese 


athletes to be his_personal guests 
and fellow-runners. The deal was 
madein Peking, and he promised to 
help his_ new friends develop the 
stamina to cover long distances for 
days at a time. 

All three are marathon Or dis- 
tance runnerSs. According to them， 


none everran 80 miles per day con- 


Secutively. The average distance for 
a_ runner who trained daily was 
42.195 miles，but they were confi- 
dent that they would complete the 
45-day，3,5$00-mile run with Cot- 
trell. 

“We hope to take home valuable 
lessons for our athletes from this 
experience，and it is possible that 
China will incorporate this type of 
running as a new athletic item ,” 
they Said .

Called the 
Chinese Black Hand Party，it 
operates out of the free zone in a pre- 
dominantly Asian neighborhood. It 
terTrorizes and exploits the Chinese， 
Japanese and Korean residents in the 
neighborhood and has resorted to use 
of professional killers to eliminate 
Tesisters. A police Source said that the 
group collects millions of dollars each 
year. 

The city has about $00,000 Japan-

Thailand, shipped by air from Tai- 
wan to Paraguay, then smuggled into 
Brazil. They are distributed through 
Imassage parlors，bars and night 
clubs.
